As to Exclusive Jurisdiction 
Over Sealing, 


The Bering Sea Tribu- 
nal’s Decision. 


Close Season Provided for 
Certain Limits. 


The Decision Received With Disappointment 
in Washington—Gladstone Says It 
Satisfies Britain— Canadian 

; Sealers’ Claims. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PARIS. Aug. 15.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Bering Sea arbi- 
trators mt this morning. the 
president, Baron de Courcel. delivered 
copies of the decision. Afterward he 
addressed the arbitrators. saying that 
he recognized the great value of arbi- 
tration as a cause of peace between 
nations. He expressed the opinion 
that every international arbitration 
rendered war less probable. and said 
he looked forward to the time in the 
near future when it will be the rule, 
and not the exception, to settle inter- 
national differences in this way. 

Senator Morgan, one of the Ameri- 
ean arbitrators, and Lord Hanan, one 
ot the British. responded, reciprocat- 
ine the Baron's sentiments and recog- 
nizing~ the hospitality rendered by 
France. The session then terminated 
amid mutual congratulations and ex- 
vressions of good feeling. 

The award decides that. bv the ukase 
of 1821. Russia claimed jurisdiction in 
Bering Sea to the extent of 100 Italian 
miles from the coasts and islands be- 
longing to her, but that in the course 
of negotiations which led to the con- 
clusion of the treatv of 1824 with the 
Tnited States. and of 1825 with Great 
Britain. Russia admitted her jurisdic- 
tion should be restricted to reach but 
a cannon shot from shore. From that 
time up to the cession of Alaska to 
the United States. Russia never as- 
serted. in fact. or exercised any ex- 
clusive juriséict:on in Bering Sea or any 
exclusive rights to the seal fisheries 
bevond the ordinary limit of territorial 
waters. 

On the second pnoint it is decided 
that the body of water now known as 
3ering Sea was inciuded in the phrase 
“Pacific Grean”’ the treaty of 1826, 
between Great Britain and Russia. 

It is further decided that all ygights 
of Russia to jurisdiction and to the 
seal fisheries passed to the United 
States. limited by cession. . 

On the fifths point, on which special 
siress had been placed by the United 
States commissioners, the tribunal de- 
cides that the United States had no 
right to the protection of life or propn- 
ertv in the seals frequenting the is- 
lands in Bering Sea, when found out- 
side of the ordinary three-mile limit. 

THE REGULATIONS. 

The following regulations were 
adopted by a majority of the arbitra- 
tors. Mr. Harlan and John Thompson 
dissenting: 

Article 1 provides that the United 
States and Great Britain shall forbid 
their citizens and subiects hunting fur 
seals within a zone of sixty miles 
around the Pribvioff Islands. 

Article 2 provides that there shall be 
a close season from Mav 1 to July 31, 
in that part of the Pacific Ocean ex- 
clusive of Bering Sea north of 35th 
degree, north latitude, or eastward of 
189 degree longitude, until the water 
boundary described in article 1 of the 
treatv of 1867 between the United 
States and Russia is reached, thence 
along that line to Bering Straits. 

Article 3 provides that during the 
open season only sailing vessels shall 
be permitted to carry on fur sealing 
operations. 

Article 4 provides that such’ vessels 
shall be required to be provided with 
a special license issued by their gov- 
ernments. and to carry a distinguish- 
ing flag. 

Article 5 requires the masters of sail- 
ing vessels to keep a logbook of their 
operations. 

Art. 6 The use of nets, firearms or 
explosives is forbidden ih fur sealing. 
This restriction does not apply to shot- 
guns when such are used in fishing 
outside of Bering Sea during the sea- 
son when such may lawfully be car- 
ried on. 

Art. 7. The two governments shall 
take measures to control the fitness of 
men authorized to engage in sealing. 
These men shall have been proved fit 


to handle with sufficient skill the 
weapons with which sealing is car- 
ried on. 

Art. & The preceding regulations 


shall not apply to Indians dwelling’ on 
the coast of the territories Of the 
United States or of Great Britain.: car- 
rving on fur sealing in canoes or un- 
decked boats, not transported by or 
used in connection with other vessels, 
and propelled wholly by paddles, oars 
or sails, and manned by no more than 
five persons in the manner hitherto 
practiced by the Indians; provided that 
such Indians are not employed by 
other persons, and, provided. thar 
when so hunting the Indians shall not 
hunt fur seals outside of territorial 
waters under contract to deliver skins 
to anybody. This exemption is not to 
be construed to affect the municipal 
law of either country, nor shall it ex- 
tend to the waters of Bering Sea, or 


the waters around the Aleutian Is 
lands. Nothing herein contained -is jin- 


tended to interfere with the employ- 


ment of Indians as hunters or other- 


wise in connection with’ sealing ves- 
sels, as heretofvure. 

Art. 9 The concurrent regulations 
hereby determined with a view to the 
protection and preservation of fur 
seals shall remain in force until wholly 
in part abolished or modified by 
common agreement between the United 
Great Britain.

The decision will compel the 
United States to make compensation 
to British subiects for abstaining from 
the capture of seals in Bering Sea dur- 
ing the pendency of arbitration. This 
does not touch the question of dam- 
ages prior to that time. and further 
information is awaited as to the na- 
ture of the findings with reference to 
the seizures of 1887 and 1889.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Call will pub- 
lish an article tomorrow to the effect 
that the political economist. Horace F, 
Cntter,. whose name is familiar to the 
Jegislators of this country, has pre- 
pared a bill to meet the present meone- 
tary emergency. He has had the mat- 
ter under consideration for three™vears, 
and his present action is the result 
of encouragement received both from 
Members of Congress and business 
men of the Coast. Sponsors stand 
ready at Washington to introduce the 
meastre, but Mr. Cutter is so confident 
of having solved the problem that he 
Prefers to lay it before the public 
tirst. The bill reads as follows: 

“Whereas, that porton of the coast 
of North America bordering on the 


Pacific Ocean and extending from lat. 
49 to 54 deg. 40 mn. north, now called 
British Columbia, should, by its geo- 
&raphioal position, naturally belong to 
the United States: therefore, 

“Be it enacted, that the Presigent of 
the United States be and is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to enter into 
negotiations with the HEritish govern- 
ment for the’ purpose of acquiring by 
yurchase, for United States ownership 
n entirety, the said country now called 
tritish Columbia; and thaf the sum of 
100,000,000, or so much thereof as may 
e necessary, be placed at his disposal 
fo effect said purpose. The sum agreed 
upon to be paid either in gold. in ten 
@qual annual payments without inter- 
Sst, or at once in silver bars at the av- 
tual average cost of the same as pur- 
chased by the United States govern- 
ment.”

advance to that extent, and in antici- 
pation of the future. 

“Could.a bill similar to the above be 
carried successfully through the coun- 
cils of both nations, and with the 
approval of Canada and British Co- 
lumbia, it would satisfy the great wish 
of the American people, and would, if 
arranged on a silver basis, go far to- 
Ward settling the great question whieh 
is agitating the whole civilized warld. 
The $100,000,000, payable in silver bars. 
at, say, an average of 39 cents per 
ounce, would give England an oppor- 
tunty of converting the same into coin, 
which might be made so as to corre- 
spond precisely in value to our own 
dollar. 

“The silver parity with gold is now 
reckoned at 129.299 pér ounce. which 
would give the British government -an 
additional sum of some $40,000,000 for 
seigniorage.

BUTTON AND BOHN. 


Details of the Bear C~eek 
Tragedy. 


Two Verdicts are Returned at 


the Inquest. 


Button Brought to San Bernardino 
and Jailed. 


Chinese Near Fresno Driven from Work— 
A New Chinese Minister Arrives at 

San Francisco—Armor for 
the Monadnock. 


By Telegraph, to The Times. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 15.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Constable 
Blackburn, having in charge Charles 
Button, and Dr. Thompson, bringing 
with him the remains of Gus Bohn, ar- 
rived in this city this morning. But- 
ton was locked up in the County Jail, 
pending a charge of murder. 

An inquest was held on the remains 
of Bohn, at Heap’s place yesterday aft- 
ernoon, which resulted in two werdicts, 
one finding that Bohn came to his 
death from the effects of gunshot 
wounds at the hands of C. M. Button: 
the other stating, in addition: ‘‘We, 
the undersigned members of the said 
coroner's jury, hereby approve the 
foregoing verdict, with the additional 
Statement that we believe the said C. 
M. Button acted in self-defense.” 

The facts in the case seem to be sub- 
stantially these: Charles sutton, 
Claude Henderson, Steve Harlow and 
Fred Heaps were in camp on Bear 
Creek, fishing. The whole party used 
whisky freely, and Bohn became intox- 
icated. Ill feeling arose between But- 
ton and Bohn, which was started by 
Bohn joking Button about his poor 
luck as a fisherman. Bohn made some 
insulting remark, when Button kicked 
Bohn, who was lying down, in the 
face, fracturing his cheek bone. 

Bohn's dog then attacked Button in 
defense of his master, and Button 
seized his rifle and fired several shots 
at the dog, which* ran away. Bohn 
meanwhile got his rifle and when But- 
ton returned from chasing the dog 
Bohn accused bin. of stealing whisky. 
Both men took cover behind some large 
torest trees, abusing each other tn v?.- 
lent terms. Button, who, had been the 
aggressor all along, fired the first shot, 
killing Bohn instantly. 

Button was arraigned before Justice 
Wright this afternoon and pleaded -not 
guilty. His examination will take 
place on next Thursday. The funeral 
of Behn will be held tomorrow after- 
noon. Bohn is well spoken of by all 
who knew him as a man of temperate 
habits and one who had never been 
known to be drunk before. 


A NEW MINISTER. 


San Francisco Astonished by a Gorgeous Ori- 
ental Display. 

SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Such kow-towing 
and salaaming, such an amount of tea- 
drinking. such gorgeous costumes of 
rainbow hues as there were at the 
mail dock this morning have not been 
seen here before for manv a day. All 
of this was to celebrate becomingly 
the arrival here bv the Steamer Gaelic 
of Young Yu, the new Chinese’ Min- 
ister to the United States. 

Young Yu is a mandarin of high de- 
gree. and brought a retinue of seventy- 
eight people. The costumes, when the 
Suite showed themselves on deck, were 
something stunning. and such a dis- 
Dlav of rich silk brocades of rainbow 
hues has seldom been seen here. The 
Chinese Consul and his local contin- 
gent went to the steamer. and their ap- 
parel was equally gorgeous. Turbans 
with red and slanting sides that looked 
for all the world like cherry turnovers 
in black pans, were the features of the 
dress. The blouses were of all shades 
of blue. and the skirts varied from a 
deep red to a light blue and canary 
vellow. Flowing skirts with fancy 
pendants were all the go. 

The Chinese Consul and his clan 
were at the wharf lone before the 
steamer arrived. Thirty-six carriages 
were there. too, waiting for the ori- 
ental suite. As soon after the gang 
plank was stretched out as they could, 
the Consul and Vice-Consul led the 
wav aboard. Then ensued an exhibi- 
tion of Chinese cordialitv. All of the 
passengers gathered about to see the 
greetings. When the Consul was led 
into the presence of the new Minister 
in the latter's private cabin, the cere- 
mony was excessive. 

Both immediately prostrated thém- 
selves until the tips of their hats touch- 
ed the floor. They did not approach 
nearer than the opposite sides of a 
large round table. After both were 
seated. an attendant brought tea, and 
thev had a conference that lasted fully 
half an hour, the gorgeously-apparel- 
ed suit meanwhile blocking the decks. 

The new Minister is about 45 years of 
age. He has never been here before, 
and does not speak English. He is 
short and stout, with round, full, in- 
telligent face, with mustache and 
small goatee. His taper fingers bear 
an abundant crop of nails. On his right 
thumb he wears a band of greenish 
amber. His dress was similar to the 
others. with the exception that his tur- 
ban is tipped off with a big red button 
with half a dozen black feathers stuck 
in one side of it.- 

After the ceremonies were over, the 
partv was driven to the Palace Hetel., 
over which floated the vellow-hued 
dragon-flag of China. Only forty of 
the party will go to Washington. The 
others will be distributed along the 
Pacific Coast, in Mexico and South 
America as divlomats. Five of the 
suite were edueated in this country. 
One. Mun Yew Chung, was in the Yale 
class of ‘90. He writes his name now 
M. Y¥. Chung. The Secretary of the 
legation. who was also educates. here, 
makes his name read ©. F. Moore. 
The varty will go direct to Washine- 
ton, where the retiring Minister, Tsui,

CHINESE AT FRESNO. 


The Mongolians are Compelied to Leave. 
Their Labor. 

FRESNO, Aug. 15.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The anti-Chinese agita- 
tioh has, in a measure, subsided, 
though it may break out again at any 
No extreme violence is an- 
ticipated. There ware a hundred or’ 
more white laborers around the streets, 
but a great many of them do not de- 
sire or will not work, and they keep 
those willing. to work from it. 

Several gangs Chinamen were 
driven from the vineyards last night 
and today. Just why this is so is not 
known. as norfe of the whites would 
go to work on the places where- they 
had compelled the eviction. A number 
of wagons containing Chinamen going 
to work were stopped on the streets 
and compelled to take the Mongolians 
back to Chinatewn and unload , them. 

The committee appointed at last 
night's’ meeting addressed another lot 
ef resolutions to the business men and 
laborers. counseling moderation and: 
pointing out the law. This was done 
in view of the action. taken at some of 
in despoiling Chinese 
camvs. A free labor bureau was 
opened today, and the indications are 
that there is more work to be done 
than can be supplied by the whites. 
The vacking-houses. are advertising 


for white women to work. and are be- 
int supplied. 


Nearly a carload of Chinese labor- 


ers came from the north on the 5:20 
train and went to Chinatown. It co ld 
not be learned why. or under what 
contract they came at this time.

THE KNIFE GLANCED. 
A Santa Cruz Husband Kills His Wife Myste- 


riously. 

SANTA CRUZ, Aug. 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Thisevening, between 
8 and 9 o'clock, James Neary killed his 
wife, stabbing her in the left groin. 
She was sitting in a chair at the kitcheu 
table. Neary was standing opposite 
No one witnessed the affair. 

Neary claims that he threw the knife 
on the table, and it glanced and struck 
her; that it was purely accidental. The 
woman died in a few minutes, and 
before the neigabors arrived. Neary 
has a comfortable house on Soquel ave- 
nue, East Santa Cruz, and has a family 
of four children.

Since then 
he has had a hard life among the log- 
ging camps of Humboldt county.

Henry had been away, from home 
twentv vears, and had not heard from 
his family in that time. He employed 
Attorney A. T. Barnett, and upon in- 
vestigation it was learned that his 
father had left an estate valued at

He is Entertained at the World’s 
Fair, 


The Chair-pushers Strike for Higher Wages— 
Farmers Interested in the Live-stock 
Exhibit—The Foresters Hold 
Exercises.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) _ Cheap rates and the 
numerous excursions of the last few 
days are beginning to make a satis- 
factory increase in the gate receipts. 
The attendance this morning was very 
large. 

The feature of the day was the 
visit of the Rajah Maharajah, who ap- 
peared in royal raiment, attended by 
the pomp and_ ceremonies of the 
Orient. A parade of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, regiments from Louis- 
iana, United States marines, French, 
Italian, Spanish and Russian sailors, 
sailors from the caravels, troops of 
the military tournament, Bedouins and 
other organizations from Midway 
Plaisance passed before the Rajah in 
review. 

Four hundred roller-chair pushers, 
with the exception of fifteen negroes, 
went on a strike today for an increase 
in wages. 

The chair-pushers held orderly meet- 
ings during the day, and discussed 
measures for forcing their employers, 
as they said, to deal fair with them. 
The trouble arose over the announce- 
ment that wages would be reduced 
from $1 to 75 cents per day, with the 
comm}ssjon remaining the same as 
before. The chair-pushers effected a 
temporary labor organization, and will 
attempt jo gain their demands. A 
committee of the strikers waited on 
President Higinbotham,. who promised 
to investigate the matter. A number 
of chair men assert that they signed 
contracts for $1 per day when first 
employed. 

Farmers will begin coming to the 
fair in large numbers next week. In- 
quiries received by Chief Buchanan 
of the agricultural department indi- 
cate that they are anxious to know 
something of the live stock exhibit 
which begins next Monday and lasts 
until Friday, September 8 The ex- 
hibits will be very fine. Seventeen 
States will send horses, and nearly as 
many more will show cattle. The 
provinces of Ontario and Quebec, Can- 
ada, will also be represented. 

Russia. Germany and France will 
have a fine lot of representative stock, 
and a band of sacred cattle from Trini- 
dad will be regarded as a feature. 
Twenty-six stables, capable of accom- 
modatine 2000 head of stock are in 
readiness. 


The exhibit is to be con- 
fined. to roadsters and thoroughbred 
cattle. The show of thoroughbred 


horses and trotters has been postponed 
until October 28. Saddle-horse men 
have also asked or a postponement 
from Sentember 5 to until some time 
in October. but it is understood that 
their request will not be granted. 

The members of the Ancient Order of 
Foresters marched into Midway Plais- 
ance this afternoon and paraded down 
the street to Festival Hall. The ex- 
ercises in Festival Hall consisted of 
musie and speeches.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


They Hold a Meeting at Chicage and Adopt 
Resolutions. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Between seven and eight 
thousand of Chicago’s army of unem- 
ployed held a meeting on the lake front 
this afternoon and listened to speeches 
on the condition of industrial affairs. 
The meeting closed with the adoption 
of resolutions calling upon Congress to 
do away with the present evils of the 
financial world, and demanding that 
the Haymarket monument, erected in 
memory of the policemen killed during 
the Anarchist riots of 1886, be torn 
down. 


He Leaves Affairs in Ha- 
waii Unchanged. 


The Japanece Suffrage [latter 
Again Prominent. 


An Interview Relating Chiefly to 
His Departure. 


No Danger Apprehended of Any Disturbances. 
The Provisional Government Growing 
in Favor—The Minister Sight- 
seeing in San Francisco. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

HONOLULU. Aug. 8.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, via San 
Francisco. Aug. 15.) The leading topic 
of discussion for the last forty-eight 
hours has been Minister Blount’s an- 
neuncement that he would leave for 
home bv the steamer Gaelic today. It 
has also lately transpired that he has 
taken a definite stand back of the pro- 
visional government on certain de- 
mands made by the Japanese. Promi- 
nent annexationists declare that 
Blount is favorable to the establish- 
ment of a protectorate over Hawaii. 

The Rovalists are not favorably im- 
pressed by the proposed new treaty 
from Washington. while on the other 
hand. the annexationists are elated, 
and assert that they have still other 
grounds for believing that the begin- 
ning of the end has been reached. 

In conversation, two davs ago, Min- 
ister Blount said he had decided three 
weeks ago to return to the United 
States on or about the present date, 
and that nothing but positive orders 
bv the Australia or Oceanic would pre- 
vent his departure by the Gaelic, which | 
sails today. 

In revly to inquiries during an ex- 
tended interview. the Minister said in 
substance: “I am going, owing to the 
pressure of my private affairs. I am 
done with my work here, and there is 
no necessity’ for me to remain. Be- 
sides. I shall leave things here in good 
shape, and there is no anticipation 
that trouble will be precipitated during 
the interval of thirty davs which will 
likelv pass before my successor can ar- 
rive. 

“If he does not come on the Aus- 
tralia before I leave—I have notified 
the State Department of my intended 
devarture—I shall turn over the arch- 
ives of mv government, together with 
other property, to Consul-General 
Severance. There is no danger of any 
disturbance from the annexationists, 
and. in conversations with leading 
Rovalists. I have learned that they 
will make no further opposition to the 
provisional government until after the 
decision of the* United States is an- 
nounced on the proposition for an- 
nexation. I am anxious to get home, 
and am confident that the provisional 
government is capable of preserving 
the peace of the country. ' 

“T do not. at present. know whether 
I will go directly to Washington or 
not. I feel that many questions might 
arise that I could give further informa- 
tion on. but my destination will be 
determined by advices received after 
mv arrival in San Francisco.” 

Throughout the interview ran the 
prevailing idea that Minister Blount 
considered the provisional zovernment 
as a fixture. not to be disturbed, unless 
the United States should see fit to 
change its policy hereafter. When ap- 
proached about the contents of his re- 
port, he replied that he intended leav- 
ing Hawaii without expressing an 
opinion on either side of the question 
at issue. but the entire tenor of his 
conversation went to show that his re- 
served opinion was that the govern- 
ment of the United States should up- 
hold the present island government 
in the interests of Americans and of 
America. \ 

More light was thrown upon the sub- 
ject this morning, when it was learn- 
ed directly and positively that the 
Japanese government has lately been 
pressing the provisional government 
for some promise or assurance of 
future suffrage for the Japanese im- 
migrants here. After a consultation 
with Minister ‘Blount, the provisional 
frovernment declined to answer the 
Japanese government, pending the set- 
tlement of the annexation question by 
the United States. 

President Dole stated. that Minister 
Blount had taken a positive stand on 
the proposal for Japanese suffrage, and 
that he considered it a menace to 
American interests in Hawaii that 
should not be allowed to interfere dur- 
ine the consideration of the propo- 
sition for continuing their domination 
here. The fact that the American 
Minister and the provisional govern- 
ment have acted together in resisting 
the repeated demands of the Japanese 
on this point is deemed significant by 
all who are versed in the diplomatic 
secrets of the islands. 

The vrevailing and growing opinion 
is that the provisional government will 
be continued in power under a protec- 
torate. The government is growing 
stronger in public support, as well as 
financially. day by day. and by the 
time a decision is reached by the 
I‘nited States. even if adverse, it 
would be impossible for the Royalists 
to make any headway against it. 


HOME AGAIN. 


Minister Blount Refuses to Discuss Affairs 
at the Islands. 

SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Minister Blount, 
when seen by an Associated Press 
representative, would talk but little 
about Hawaiian affairs. He said mat- 
ters there were quiet. or he would not 
be here. He refused to answer ques- 
tions as to the nature-of his report to 
President Cleveland. and also declined 
to express an opinion as to the stabil- 
itv of the provisional government, if 
it should be decided to allow Hawaii 
to conduct its own government. 

Mr. Blount is accompanied by Mrs. 
Rlount and his secretarv. Ellis Mills. 
The pnarty will devote Francis days to 


sightseeing about San neisco before 
starting East. Mr. B nt has not de- 
cided whether he will first go to Wash- 
ington or to his home in Georgia, and 
has wired the State Department for 
instructions.

Confidence and Capital. 

There is a vast amount of solid 
sense in the following remarks on the 
present financial situation. They are 
ffom a recent issue of the Sacramento 
Record-Union: 
| “To help times on to harder times, 
‘talk hard times all the time and do 
‘nothing but. distrust everybody and 
/everything. The truth is, there is 
just as much money as ever, but the 
men who have the grip of the purse 
| strings, from small to great, have 
drawn them tight and refuse to allow 
‘the circulation necessary to healthful 

commercial life. It is an unwise pol- 
icey, but there is no way. knewn to 
to compel its undoing. When 

there comes, as soon there must, a 
|change for the better, we ought to re- 
member who it was who held to the 
coin which, if put into circulation, 
would have served a thousand masters 
and have relieved the distress of each. 
For it is not essential that every man 
should have the capital. constantly in 
hand to operate his business, so long 
as the money of the country is kept 
moving. A single coin may be made 
to pay the debts of an entire com- 
munity. It ds movement of mothey 
rather than volume that ts the chief 
essential, but there should be both 
volume and movement. In short, the 
man who locks up his surplus today, 
when he could put it out to good use 
on safe security, commits a_crime 
against commercial and _ productive 
society.”" 


The financial situation ts one that 
should be viewed without the madness 
of excitement and undue alarm, for, 
notwithstanding the general business 
depression and the closing of banks 
and the crashes of speculation, there 
is a great deal that is reassuring. In 
m recent official statement from Mr. 
Mekels, Comptroller of the Currency, 
he gives us some pliin, unvarnished 
facts in regard to bank suspensions, 
which tend to cheer the financial mind 
rather than to farther unsettle it. He 
SAYS; 

“There are 3785 national banks in 
the United States. Of these 105 have 
suspended since January 1. Fourteen 
have reopened their dors, while fifty- 
eight have made application to re- 
open, and will doubtless soon receive 
the necessary permission.”’ The calam- 
ity howler has been trying to convince 
the thoughtless that most of the banks 
were either gone or going: the Comp- 
troller’s exact statement shows that 
less than 3 per cent. have been af- 
fected. and of these a respectable pro- 
portion is once more engaged in the 
transaction of business. 


The remark is frequently heard from 
people who oppose legislation 
interest of silver that Great 
holds a mortgage on this country in 
the shape of bonds to the value of 
several hundreds of millions of dollars, 
which mortgage she might foreclose 
in case we make her “real mad.”

THE CURRENCY. 


Mr. Young Fires Figures at Two 
Critics, 
And Defends His Position—Against the Sin- 
gle Standard—The Government Must 


Make Its Promises and Its 
Money Good. 


PASADENA . (Cal.,.) Aug. 7, 1893.— 
(To the EditoK of The Times.) I do 
not eare to Tiiterfere with the amuse- 
mént of Mr. Cox in setting up straw 
men and then knocking them down, 
but I do nat want him to charye me 
with manufacturing them. I tmnade no 
assertion that “there is no dollar on 
earth but the gold and silver dvllar of 
the United States,’ and, if ‘my sitate- 
ment ean be tortured into any such 
idea, then it did not convey tle idea 
intended. 

We all know that the term ‘‘fiat 
money” was coined to designate the 
United States greenback, and | was 
attempting to show that all money, 
whether gold, silver or paper, Was nec- 
essarily ‘‘flat money.” 

Money is a creature of the law, and 
cannot exist except the sovereign act 
of the nation creates it. 

Let me further explain. The single 
fact that this government places its 
stamp on 412% grains of silver, or.one- 
sixteenth of that amount of gold, does 
not create a dollar of money. That is 
only a government certificate as to the 
amount and fineness of the metal. To 
constitute money there must be ope 
other essential fact, and this ig of the 
very essence of the whole matter; that 
the government shall make it a legal 
tender for the payment of all debts. 
It is the legal tender quality that 
makes it money, and without this it is 
simply a commodity, an article of mer- 
chandise. 

I wish it were possible for me to 
make this distinction, as to what is 
money and what merchandise, so plain 
that it could not be misunderstoud, as 
it is a fundamental principle, and ab- 


solutely essential to a correct under- 
standing of this subject. We must 


have money, pure, simple money, for 
the purpose of measuring values It 
must be redeemable on demand and al- 
Ways measure values alike. 

Money must be received by the gov- 
ernment forall taxes and dues owing to 
it by the people, so that, to the extent 
of its revenues—about .$700,000,000 an- 
nually—the government is able and 
willing to redeem it, without any coin 
reserye. But this is a small redemp- 


ple themselves furnish. 

Money is only valuable for its pur- 
chasing power to buy those things we 
need or can enjoy. The,Hon. John 
Davis, M. C., in an artiéle published 
in the April number of the Arena, 
1892, says: 

*All money, Whether metal or paper, 
must be redeemed. That is what 
money is for. It rests on the Value 
that is behind it. But let us not be 
nistaken—let us not be misled by 
terms. Swapping dollars is nor ve- 
demption. When | pay a man for ser- 
vice, I give him a general check on so- 
ciety for value. So far as I am con- 
cerned, he is paid. but in fact he has 
not yet received anyghing which satis- 
ties his ultimate w s. He has. only 
received a check on the ceneral wea!th 
of the country for what he desires. 
This check must be redeemed, and so- 
ciety is eager to redeem it with all the 
values of the country that are for 
sale.”’ 

According to the assessment returns 
of 1890, the United: Siates had $62,000,- 
000,000 worth of property, which is be- 
ing augmented every day by the pro- 
ductions of our industries. This vast 
wealth of the nation constitutes a re- 
demption fund behind our legal tender 
money. 

Which will you have for vour money, 
your choice’ from all this volume of 
property that is for sale. or be con- 


_ fined in vour selection to a single arti- 


cle? If we shall confine the redemp- 
tion of our money toa single article. of 
not redeem in at 
or corn? Many of our people want 
the government to store wheat and 
corn. others to store silver. and still 
others to store gold. and each class 


wants the government to issue money 


tion fund compared with what the peo-’ 


or certificates redeemable in their fav- 
orite article. 

Awav with class legislation! Give 
us pure, simple legal tender money, 
and everv person de ready to re- 
deem it with all he has to sell; the 
rich man with his gold. and the poor 
man with his laber, Our toilers- well 
be called back to their work, and the 
arteries of commerce will again be 
laden with the products of our indus- 
tries. 

Figures prove that “sound financial 
basis" is impossible with a single gold 
standard, That demands that ulti- 
mate payment be made in gold; and 
commercial credit reauires that. the 
gold can be had, when demanded, for 
ultimate payment. 

Our interest-bearing debt 

is. in round numbers....3 656,000,000 
Our paper currency........ 1,074,000,000 
Our silver currency....... 500,000,000 


The supply of gold in the United 
States. as shown by the official tables, 
is $680.000.000. But of this amount 
there is $275.000,000 which the Director 
ef the Mint says cannot be found. 
This leaves the total aveilable gold 
$405,000,900, 

How is it possible, then. to redeem 
in gold our present iesues of silver and 
paper currency, amounting to $1,574,- 
w.000. when there is only $495,000,000 
to do it with? 

It can onlv be done bv contracting 
cur present supply of currency to the 
amount of gold available for redemp- 


tien. That will again multiply all 
debts nearly five times 
And besides all this. our interest- 


bearing debt of $650,000,000 is one and 


one-half times greater than all our 
gold. 
Again we are told that “England 


has only $125.000,000 in gold as against 
our $689,000,000" (such etatisticians fail- 
ing to notice that $27§,000,000 cannot be 
found.) “why should we be afraid of 
English gold?’ Indeed! Who owns 
the gold we owe? Jf an American bor- 
rows an Englishman’s horse, who owns 
the horse? 

The fact is there is not gol@ enough 
in the United States and England both 
to pay the interest* bearing debt of the 
United States, to gay nothing about 
the impossibility of :releeming our sil- 
ver and paper money, $1,574,000,000, 
with only $405,000,000 of available gold. 

This is a very>serious question, and 
T have no desire to attempt to van- 
quish Mr. Cox or any one else in an 
argument, but it is only just to my- 
self to say that his statement that 
[ “advocate the’ Gofimage of thousands 
of millions of non-legal tender dol- 
lars’ is wholly gratuitous, and is one 
of his straw men that he knocks down 
with so much relish, 

In an article published in The Times 
of July 16, I said: “The government 
alone can issue good money, and the 
credit of the government must deter- 
mine how far other nations will value 
such money. It may be issued on 
gold, silver or paper, but the credit 
of the government must determine its 
value, and the prosperity of our 
ple must determine the national credit. 
Whatever standard is adopted, the 
remedy of our present trouble must be 
found in adopting means to issue such 
an amount of money per. capita as 
our soundest financiers shall deter- 
mine to be best, and fix it in the Con- 
stitution of the United States so that 
each succeeding Congress cannot dis- 
turb it. Then the amount of money 
will increase with the population and 
business, and the. values of property 
and the productions of labor will thus 
become comparatively permanent.” 

We are standing in the presence of 
one of the most gigantic wrongs -that 
was ever perpetrated upon any people, 
and no one dares to deny or \uphold it. 
Unintentional, e*perhaps, but terribly 
wrong. 

When this wrong was done I was a 
firm believer in the geld standard, the 
“honest dollar,” and so far as my in- 


fluence went helped to do it. I was 
deceived, but now ad. the more 
earnestly for our industries 


and the thousands of. honest toilers 
who are being driven therefrom ahd 
compelled to beg their bread. 

On August 31, 1865, Qur national debt 
Was $2,844,649,626, and private debts are 
estimated to have. beeh $11,000,000,000. 
Multiply this vast sum by two and 
one-half, and -the eNnarmity of the 
wrong is beyond our comprehension. 

For the sake of or ;people, our 
homes and our country let us not be 
deceived longer. The foregoing figures 
prove that a single gold standard must 
again multiply all debts; dnd our chil- 
dren can have their choice of but two 
alternatives, slavery of: rebellion. 


Sfice writing the foregoing Mr. G. 
W. E. Griffith's article appears, and 
I beg pardon for taking time and room 
to answer. 

You may score one for Mr. Griffith. 
He is right as to silver dollars being 
a legal tender. But he was in error 
when he said silver certificates are 
the same thing. They are not a legal 
tender for private debts. The act of 
February 28, 1878, reads: “Said certi- 
ficates shall be receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public dues, etc.” 
Inasmuch as there are $324,000,000 of 
the $500,000,000 silver represented by 
such certificates, friend Griffith will 
have to shoulder three hundred and 
twenty-four five hundredths of the 
charge of never having “intelligently 
sought information” on that subject, 
sem credit me with furnishing it to 

m. 

Mr. Griffith's figures are incorrect, or 
at best, misleading. 

It will be sufficient for me to show 
the error in his present money supply 
and amount per capita. 

His statement that the present sup- 
ply is $2,220,000,000 is doubtless taken 
from the official tables, but to get the 
real truth he should give the various 
qualifications. 

Further investigation would have re- 
vealed the fact that of the above 
amount there is but $385,000,000 that can 
possibly be in circulation, and much 
less than that actually in circulation. 

lirst—One item of his volume of cur- 
rency is $332,000,000 of greenbacks that 
have been doing duty for thirty years. 

Statistics prove, in reference to frac- 
tional currency, that one-third was lost 
or destroyed in sixteen years. After 
these greenbacks had been used for 
sixteen years the rate of destruction 
would become much more rapid, so that 
a fair estimate in thirty years would 
be two-thirds, or $220,000,000. And for 
the purpose of redeeming the remain- 
ing one-third $100,000,000 of gold is re- 
served in the treasury, and, of course, 
out of circulation. 

Second-—Another item of his supply is 
$689,000,000 of gold. 

but we are informed by the Director 
of the Mint that “At present there is 
at least $275,000,000 of the total that 
cannot be accounted for.’ 

Third—Over $90,000,000 has been 
shipped out of the country since his 
table was compiled. 

Fourth—Gold silver coin and 
bullion to the amount of $445,000,000 is 
held in the treasury to redeem a like 
amount of certificates, and both the 
coin and the certiticates are counted in 
making up his supply. This is a du- 
plication, and the $445,000,000 tied up in 
the treasury is certainly not in circu- 
lation. 

Fifth—National banks are by law re- 
quired to hold in reserve $405,000,000. 

Sixth—Savings banks are required to 
hold from 10 to 25 per cent., which, if 
we average at 15 per cent., there is 
tied up in their vaults’$350,000,000. 

The sum of these items ts $1,885,000,? 
000 to be deducted from his supply of 
$2,220,000,000. which leaves a possible 
circulation of $335,000,000 or $5.40 per 
capita, instead of $24.70 as ggated by 
Mr. Griftith: 

Now, if you will deduct from this pos- 
sible circulation the surplus bank re- 
serve of $165,000,000 and _ then the 
amounts that are now being hidden 
away by the people, the cause of our 
present trouble shows its unwelcomed 
head. 

Mr. Griffith begins his figures with 
the year 1878, and seems to be the only 
man in the United States who never 
heard of the time when. our currency 
was so inflated that a gold dollar would 
buy $2.50 of it, and that its circulation 
was confined to about twenty-five mill- 


tributed’ by our soldier boys through- 
out every city and town; that ‘at the 
earnest request of the Comptroller, Con- 
gress authorized him to burn these 
greenbacks by the millidn; and that 
such fires were kept burning from 1867 
to 1878. * 

Whether it is on account of his tender 
years or limited reading I cannot tell, 
but in either case I will excuse him 
from going into that feature of the case 
if he don’t want to.

SOMEWHAT SCATTERING. 


A Vigorous Assault on the Bloated Bond- 
holders and ‘‘the Accursed Public Debt." 
ANAHEIM (Cal.) Aug. 22.—(To the 

Editor of The Times.) H. D. Barrows 

has, to my thinking, hit the nail nearer 

the center than anyone yet. What 
right have the bondholders to receive 
payment exclusively .in gold? to re- 
ceive an equivalent of two bushels of 
wheat or other product, when the debt 
was contracted for an equivalent of 
one? The public debt was contracted 
payable in coin, either in gold or silver, 
at a ratio of 16 to 1. To pay now in 
gold alone when it means the destruc- 
tion of one of our greatest industries, 
that of silver, would be criminal, and 
such a process should be stopped at 
once. Are the vampire bondholders so 
precious that they must be pampeed at 
the expense of the masses? If silver is 
g00d enough for the employees of the 
government, it is good enough for the 
‘“financiers."" Compel them to take 
half gold and half silver, and they will 
have a motive and animus for ‘‘bull- 
ing’ the silver market, instead of 
continually ‘‘bearing’’ it. They will 
never let the coin in which they are 
paid depreciate if they can help itt. 

Parity means equality, and it is aston- 

ishing that any insane person would 

expect to keep the two metals at “par” 
by refusing to use them both on equal 
terms. 

Silver has not depreciated, as a com- 
parison with the price of wheat, corn, 
cotton, etc., conclusively proves. 
Granted that the cost of production 
has been reduced, yet that is not the 
sole element .of ‘“‘pricel’ or ‘‘value,"’ 
which is just what an article will bring. 
On the other hand, the demand for 
money or a circulating medium was 
never greater than now, and silver as 
the above comparison proves, has not 
increased beyond its demands as 
money. Gold, on the contrary, has re- 
mained stationary, and, relatively, gone 
backward. It has, therefore, appreci- 
ated. This result has partly been 
brought about by a criminal misen- 
forcement of the statutes, and paying 
exclusively in gold. Reverse the opera- 
tion, putting silver in place of gold, 
and where would gold be? Why, it 
would seek its place accorded in 
Moore’s Utopia, where iron, the most 
useful of metals, is made into orna- 
ments, and gold disgraced to the mean- 
est of metals. Many object to the in- 
creased coinage of silver because, it 
might make a new crop of millionaires. 
Well, it no doubt will, but thank God, 
it would unmake a few. It is far bet- 
ter to pay an enhanced value for sil- 
ver and keep our hordes of miners em- 
ploved than to turn them loose over the 
country to become criminals. The 
country would eventually pay far more 
in the cost of ‘courts of injus- 
tice,”’ jails, lawyers’ fees, etc. Best 
to put men to shoveling sand dunes 
than to have them idle. Finally, 
let the:government buy both gold and 
silver in the open market and coin 
them, appropriating the seigniorage 
as it did under the late Bland- 
Allison bill. By all means treat ‘the 
two alike, and there will be no trouble 
about their parity. Pay off the ac- 
cursed public debt, and one of the 
greatest sources of panics, money fam- 
ines, etc:, would be abolished. Not a 
dollar should be raised by selling bonds 
as long as the government has the 
power of taxation and the crop of 
millionaires and inheritances is super- 
abundant. A business man would be 
considered a fool to give his note at 
interest while he had plenty of avail- 
able cash.

Also Back Entrances and 
Private Rooms. 


A Strict Rile for the Regulation 
of Saloons. 


The Police Commissioners at Last 
Reach a Vote, 


When the Measure Passed the Board-- 
An Intcresting Discussion—Mayor 
Rowan and Mr. 

Bradish. 


The Police Commission met yester- 
day a few minutes after the usual 
time with a full board present. 

The Chief reported $5 paid by H. W. 
Tuttle to Officer Goodman for the re- 
covery of some property. Deposited 
in the police reward and charity fund. 


The Chief reported favorably on the: 


application of Worthen & Nicholson 
for the transfer of the license at No. 
2134 East First sireet from Anton 
Stern. and the same was granted. 

The Chief reported favorably on the 
application of W. A. White. the man- 
ager of the free labor bureau, for an 
appointment as special policeman with 
a numbered star. It being explained 
that in this position. Mr. White would 
visit various places in search of em- 
plovment for applicants, the petition 
wean granted. 

The following named superintend- 
ents of the various parks of the city 
were appointed special policemen, so 
that thev might be able to arrest any 
parties guilty of misconduct in the 
parks: John Howard, P. Palandre, 
Herman Strathman, Archibald- Wal- 
der. J. M. Garrison, J. Aevall and R. 
H. Berry. 

The applications referred to the 
Chief were from David Gastl for trans- 
fer of license at No. 1536 San Fernando 
street from Charles Jaeger, cm * 
Eberle for license at No. 790 San Pedro 
street and from Lee Wernett § for 
transfer of license at No. 402 Aliso 
street. from A. Taix. 

A petition from Walter Owen, ask- 
ing that the police officers be allowed 
to sell tickets for a benefit entertain-. 
ment which he was to prepare, was 
denied. 

The demands were approved. 

The Citv Tax and License Collector 
reported that the license of Frank 
Custer. at No. 712 East First street, 
remained unpaid on August 10, that 
man having died on the 5th inst. The 
license was revoked. 

THE “SIDE ENTRANCE” MATTER. 

The matter of “ladies’ entrances” to 
saloons was then taken up. 

The Mayor presented the following: 

“After careful consideration of the 
whole matter of endeavors that have 
been made in San Francisco and other 
cities to solve the problem, etc., the 
only solution of the question of the 
side entrand¢es of saloons seems to me 
to be to altogether exclude females 
from visiting saloons, and I therefore 
offer the following rule: 

‘“‘No female shall be admitted either 
as a customer or visitor into any sa- 
loon or place where liquor is sold as a 
beverage or into any private room ‘or 
place connected with a saloon. A _ vio- 
lation of this rule will involve the re- 
vocation of the permit for license of 
such saloon.” 

After this had been read the follow- 
ing was submitted by Commissioner 
Bosbyshell: 

“First-—-No person engaged in selling 
spiritous, malt or fermented liquors or 
wines in quantities less than one quart 
in any barroom shall sell or in any 
manner dispense any liquors or any 
admixtures thereof to be delivered or 
used in any side room, upper or lower 
room, 
apartment in the same or any adjoin- 
ing building connected or used with 
such barroom or saloon or shall have or 
maintain any’ such side room, back 
room, upper or lower room or booth for 
the use of patrons in any manner or 
shall have or maintain any private or 
separate entrance for any particular 
class of customers. 

‘“‘Second—No gambling or gaming of 
any kind or in any manner, with cards, 
dice or anything else for money shall be 
allowed or permitted in any barroom or 
saloon. 

“Third—All entrances or doors to 
such saloons or barrooms shall be so 
constructed that one-third of all the 
superficial area thereof shall be of clear 
glass and no curtains, ground, frosted 
or painted a, by screen partitions or 
other obstructF?n8 shall at any time be 
maintained which shall in any way pre- 
vent outsiders from having a free and 
unobstructed view of the full interior 
of such saloon or barroom at any time 
of day or night, and such clear glass 
and unobstructed view shall be ar- 
ranged and maintained at a height be- 
tween four and eight feet from the 
threshold of such doors or entrances.”’ 

This was read and then the following 
proposed rules were presented by Com- 
missioner Bradish: 

“No entrance shall be maintained 
for use of patrons except those enter- 
ing directly into the room where the 
saloon bar is located. No liquors shall 
be sold or drank in any booth, side 
room, back room, upper or lower room, 
upon the premises, or connected by 
use thereto, except those where the in- 
terior is in plain view of the saloon 


r. 

“No persons other than the proprie- 
tor or his employees shall be allowed 
in the saloon during the time the law 
requires saloons to be closed.’ 

The Mayor asked that the various 
propositions be taken seriatim. 
The one by himself had been first pre- 
sented, and he therefore requested that 
it be first considered. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell suggested 
that the board should discuss them as 
a whole, but this was objected to on 
the ground that the members of the 
board had all had an opportunity to 
decide what they wanted. 

Commissioner Weldon saiaé that Mr. 
Bosbyshell’s resolution would be in ef- 
fect.a direct slap at all the first-class 
saloons in the city. As he (Weldon) 
had understood it, the idea was not so 
much to close up the saloons as to pre- 
vent women going into them. 

Mayor Rowan urged that the adop- 
tion of his resolution would settle the 
whole matter. To take such a step 
would be to go further than they had 
done in San Francisco. The evil at 
present was from the fact that even 
young women and girls were allowed 
to go into the saloons by the side en- 
trances and into.the private rooms. 
If this could be stopped, then the evil 
aimed at would be eradicated. If it 
were the desire of the board to close 
up all the saloons in the city, then 
why not say so and be done with it. 

Commissioner Weldon argued in fa- 
vor of the Mayor's resolution. He 
said that if he wanted to go into one 
of the private apartments with a gen- 
tleman friend he thought he should 
be allowed to do so. He did not think 
it necessary to abolish the booth. 

Commissioner Bradish said that he 
did not see how the commission could 
by any rule which might make pre- 
vent women from going into a saloon. 
lf a woman were to go in and lay 
down money and call for a drink there 
was no rule which the commission 
could make that would give the bar- 
keeper the authority to eject her so 
long as she was not creating a dis- 
turbance. 

The Mayor speke again saying that 
if were to close up all the 
saloon8 in town then a motion should 
be made to that effect. “If you gen- 
tlemen,”’ he continaed, ‘‘think we can 
do without $120,000 a year, I don’t.” 

Commissioner Weldon remarked that 
Mr. Bosbyshell’s resolution instead of 
affecting particularly the Jower class 
ef-saloons as was intended would tend 
to injure others also. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell replied that

one class of saloons should be as much 
under the rule 4s was another. 

The Mayor asked again that his res 
olution should be put to a vote. 

Commissioner Bradish moved to 
amend by adding his own resolution 
to that offered by the Mayor. 

Comniissioner Weldon sarcastically 
moved to further amend so as to re- 
voke all saloon licenses. 

The Mayor said he thought he had 
a right to have his resolution voted 
on. In his sition as chairman of the 
board he unfortunately could not make 
a motion to that effect, but it seemed 
to him that some one else should. 

Commissioner ‘Bradish wanted to 
vote on the motion to amend, but Com- 
missioner Bosbyshell objected, saying 
that he did not want to vote both 
propositions down, neither did he de- 
sire to vote for both together. 

It was finally agreed to vote on a 
motion to adopt the resolution pre- 
sented by the Mayor. 

This motion was lost by the follow- 
ing vote: Nays, Bradish, Bosbyshel! 
and Tufts; yeas, Weldon and Rowan. 

Commissioner Bradish moved thaé 
his resolution be adopted, which was 
carried by the following vote: Yeas, « 
Bradish, Bosbyshell and Tufts; Nays, 
Weldon arid Rowan. 

The Mayor explained, saying: “I 
vote no because it is a confiscation of 
property and virtually a revocation of 
licenses."’ 

Commissioner Bosbyshell moved to 
adopt the second section of the reso- 
lution which he had offered, which 
Section was relative to gambling. 

Commissioner Bradish said he should 
vote against taking such action, for 
the reason that it would be unconstt- 
tutional, as there was a State law g0vV- 
erning the matter. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell then moved 
the adoption of the third section of his 
resolution. that being the portion rela- 
tive to sereens. This motion was lost 
bv the following vote: Yeas, Bosby- 
shell and Tufts: nays. Bradish, Wel- 
don and Rowan. 

The Mavor explained that he voted 
no on the ground that the saloon men 
were doing a very small business, and 
that thev had not enough money to 
make the change. 

To this remark, apparently made in 
jest by the Mayor, Comrnitssioner Brad- 
ish iokingly replied that the saloon 
men must have some money. else they 


, would not have put up $2009 to disrupt 


the commission. 

Scarcely had Mr. Bradish made this 
remark. when he saw that Mayor 
Rowan acted as if he (Rowan) thougnt 
it was intended in earnest. 

Commissioner Bradish. uvon seeing 
the construction put upon what he had 
said. stated that he had said it only 
as a joke, but the Mayor declined to 
let the matter drop. and insisted that 
the language be taken down, which 
was done. 

LENERT'S LICENSE. 

A motion was made that Jean Len- 
ert’'s license be revoked. but this was 
lost. The Chief was. however, in- 
structed to report in reference to this 
at the next meeting. 

Commissioner Bradish moved that 
the Chief be instructed to present the 
police commissioners with suitable 
badges, and Commissioner Weldon 
moved to amend so that they should be 
seven by nine inches, and also re- 
marked that such badges would be 
unnecessary, saying, “By tomorrow 
everybody will know us anyway.” 

This motion was not voted on, and 
the meeting adjourned. 

No time was fixed for the new rules 
to go into effect. 


Commissioner Bradish's Statement. 

Commissioner Bradish states in ref- 
erence to the remark of his about the 
saloon men putting up money to dis- 
rupt the commission that, at the ex- 
ecutive session of the board one week 
ago, While the question of side en- 
trances was being discussed, the Mayor 
objected to a certain course of action 
on the ground that it would cause a 
great many people to rise up and de- 
mand the removal of the members of 
the commission. 

Mr. Bradish had replied to this that 
if the present commissioners were to 
be removed they would be entirely out 
of the difficulty. This little incident, 
Mr. Bradish states, was what led up to 
the joking rémark which he made at 
yesterday's meeting of the board. 

Mr. Bradish further states that the 
remark was made in a spirit of badin- 
age; that it was a mere jest, and for 
this reason he did not care to have it 
go on record until the Mayor insisted.

Years. 

The chief of the Weather Bureau fur- 
nishes for publication the following 
data, compiled from the record of ob- 
servations for the month af September, 
taken at this station fora period of fif- 
teen years. 

It is believed that the facts thus. set 
forth will prove of interest to the pub- 
lic, as wellasto the special student,» 
showing as they do the average and ex- 
treme conditions of the more important 
meteorological elements and the range 
within which such variations may be 
expected to keep during any corre- 
sponding month. — 

Temperature: Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 70 deg. The warmest Sep- 
tember was that of 1888, with an av- 
erage of 74 deg. The coldest Septem- 
ber was that of 1880, with an average 
of 66 deg. The highest temperature 
during any September was 108 deg., 
on 2ist, 1885. The lowest tempera- 
ture during any September was 44 deg., 
on 23d and 29th, 1880. ; 

Precipitation (rain:) Average for 
the month, .06 inches. Average num- 
ber of days with .O1 of an inch or more, 
0. The greatest monthly precipitation 
was .15 inches, in 1887. The least 
monthly precipitation was a _ trace, 
in 1881-82-84. The greatest amount 
of precipitation recorded in any twenty- 
four consecutive hours was .15 inches 
on September 21, 1887. :

THE POULSON MYSTERY. 


The Missing Doctor Supposed to Be in This 
City. 

Dr. P. Poulson, the man whose 
eccentric actions have given rise to the 
Fruitvale mystery, does not appear to 
be known in this city, although the San 
francisco reports state that he owns a 
house and lot here, also same acreage 
property out of town.

The attendance 
was large, and included representatives 
from nearly every'district in the south- 
ern portion of the State. Among prom- 
inent orange-growers present were: 
Messrs. Chamblin, Bakewell, Craven, 
Holmes, Evans, Jr., Burgess, Wilbur, 
Ogden, Maxsom, Riverside; Dyar, 
Young, Collins, Ontario; Robinson, Nes- 
bit, Means, Baldridge, Pomona; Thomp- 
son, Picher, Waite, Pasadena; Johnson, 
Rivera; Brewer, Vernon; Kinney, Ha!l, 
Duarte; Barber, Taylor, Covina; Mce- 
adden, Fullerton; Burr, San Fer- 
nando: Dobbins, San Gabriel; Story, 
Alhambra; Cargill, Brookhurst; with 
many others, including many of Los 
Angeles, 

l. H. B. Chamblin, chairman of the 


.committee, called the delegates to or 


der and requested that the report of the 
Committee on Organization be made by 
districts. W. E. Collins acted as secre- 
tary. 

William McFadden reported for Or- 
ange. Every locality is heartily in 
sympathy with any movement by which 
growers may protect themselves, dis- 
tributing their fruit in the market and 
getting a fair price for it. Orange is 
already organized, but neighboring 
large growers, notably of Fullerton, 
Tustin and open ready to sign 
any articles by which they may bring 
about this result. 

Mr. Cargill said for Brookhurst: “Of 
course we want organization, but it is 
a question whether we have our own 
organization or ship with Anaheim.”’ 

E. W. Holmes, Riverside: ‘*Think 
Riverside may be counted upon as very 
nearly solid. Have never seen the peo- 
ple so unanimous upon any question. 
Nearly 05 percent. of them have signed 
contracts and are ready to come “into 
the organization.”’ 

Chairman Chamblin reported for the 
eastern portion of San Dernardino 
county. Redlands has had a partial or- 
ganization for two orthree years. The 
association is in good shape, and Red- 
lands will be thoroughly in line. High- 
lands, an important little point, is ready 
to sign any papers. Colton is willing 
to be identified with any organization, 
and is only waiting to decide the form. 
Old San Bernardino the same. 

Mr. Collins reported for the western 
portion of thatcounty. At Ontario no 
particularly active canvass has been 
made, but Pomona held an enthusiastic 
meeting Monday night, and both wili be 
in line. 
~ Dr. Nesbit spoke of the orange-grow- 
ets’ gathering at Pomona, at which 
time organization was effected. They 
met with especial reference to forming 
sub-districts, six being named. Eleven 
members were elected a board of trus- 
tees, to serve antil the first annual elec- 
tiou of officers inOctober. The orange- 
growers have come to the conclusion 
that they are being swindled, and they 
realize that they must organize. 

Mr. Taylor represented Azusa, Glen- 
dora and Covina. He claimed a marked 
interest through the valley, and that 
signatures had been general during the 
canvass made. Nearly every represent- 
ative orange-grower has been secured. 

Col. Picher. Abbot Kinney and others 
spoke for Pasadena and Lamanda Park. 
Good progress has been made in these 
districts. Several meetings have been 
held and they were fairly attended. 
Growers have not been interviewed to 
any grea: extent, but they are enthusi- 
astic. These two points ship about 
one hundred and fifty carloads of or- 
anges. 

Alhambra was reported indefinite by 
Mr. Story. John Burr said that San 
Fernando was in sympcthy with the 
movement. Glendale has no organiza- 
tion. but indications are that the large 
growers will all unite, and the small 
growers will follow. 

It was expected that Mr. - Kimball 
would be present from San Diego, but 
that district is all right, several enthu- 
siastic meetings having been held there. 

This completed the committee’s re- 
port, and revealed the outlook as en- 
couraging, a full spirit of determina- 
tion being manifested to combat the 
evils now ~ existing. The president 
made a brief and pointed specch, aver- 
ring his belief thatif the right means 
are used and men can be brought to fix 
their attention upon the subject and 
face the problem, great weight will be 
brought to bear in carrying out the 
plan ‘ proposed. But success in the 
moyement depends upon the absolute 
control of every grove in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. (‘‘Hear! hear!’') 

The matter of a closer union was 
then considered, of some uniformity of 
method forcommon interest and com- 
mon protection. The main object of 
this meeting was to consider the best 
pian for harmonious action. In order 
to further this object, this motion was 
made and carried unanimouslv: 

Resolved, that the committee consist- 
ing of a representative from each dis- 
trict be retained, with the addition of 
five new members, whose duty it shall 
be to formulate a plan and present to 
this convention at [+30 p.m 

The chairman named as such com mit- 
tee Dr. Nesbit, Messrs. Waite, Holmes, 
and Griffith. 

The plan was then broached, asa pet 
scheme of Chairman Chamblin, of a 
monster railroad excursion to some 
point of interest, either mountain or 
sea, as a means of fostering interest 
and maintaining enthusiasm in this or- 
ganization. lt was moved and carried 
that two committees, of three each, be 
appointed to confer with railroad offi- 
cials and see what desirable rates could 
be obtained to some point reacWed by 
both the Southern Pacific and the Santa 
Fe lines. These committees consisted 
of Messrs. Evans, Barber, Kinney to 
conter with the Southern Pacific; 
Messrs. Bakewell, Thompson, Robinson, 
to confer with the Santa Fe. 

After considerable airing of opinion 
as to the respective merits of Long 
Beach, Santa Monica, Rubio Canyon 
and other resorts, the members of the 
convention bethought themselves to 
leave the matter with the committee to 
decide the place, and it was so ordered. 

ioe for recess was then 
taken. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 1:30 o'clock the convention re- 
assembled and was formally organized 
»5 a convention by the election of presi- 


dent and secretary, who were voted in 
by, acclamation. T. H. B. Chamblin 
was chosen president, W. E. Collins, 
secretary. 

This session was characterized by a 
much greater show of spirit than that 
of the morning, and although not a sin- 
gle delegate rose to a ‘‘point of order,"’ 
several of them laid down the law in a 
aggre from which there was no appeal. 

e railroad companies got slightly 
singed at the very outset by a fire of 
words. 

The railroad committees returned 
from recess quite demoralized. Instead 
of picking out a spot, putting their fin- 
ger on the point where they wanted to 
go, and hearing the officials come down 
handsomely with propositions, the 
Southern Pacific calmly said it would 
“confer with the Santa Fe.”’. And .the 
Santa Fe said, in an equally frigid man- 
ner, it would «do what the Southern 
Pacific would do.’’ This was not what 
was expected by orange-growers, who 
furnish so great a_ bulk of the traffic 
which enables the railroads tolive. One 
incensed speaker wished to consign the 
railroad companies to somg remote and 
terrifying place; while another was 
highly wrought up over the great boon 
to the country of a competing line, if it 
could only be built; and he wished to 
put his bottom dollar in with all the 
other bottom dollars the orange-growers 
possessed, to help build it. He de- 
nounced the present railroads as stran- 
gling the very traffic that supports 
them. Still another expressed himself 
emphatically as desirous of living on 
hominy and potatoes for the next five 
years, if he could by such measures let 
the companies side-track their cars for 
want of ys Te to fill them, and 
have the satifaction of seeing squirrels 
and gophers build their homes therein. 
Oil was poured on the troubled waters 
by some one who did not believe in an- 
tagonizing the railroads: and some one 
else faid the blame for the present state 
of things to the orange-growers, who 
are crippled in paying the railway 
companies’ seemingly exorbitant de- 
mands, because they cannot get fair 
prices for their products. This was one 
of the pivots on which the need for or- 
ganization turned. 

It was finally concluded that the mat- 
ter of an excursion was a littie prema- 
ture, and a motion was made that this 
matter be turned over to a committee. 
After considerable struggle to find a 
committee willing to serve, this was ac- 
complished. 

The breezy session now went along 
briskly. The committee to report on 
some plan for closer union and harmo- 
nious action, plead that this was too ar- 
duous a task for thirty minutes’ time, 
and asked extension. It was granted, 
and the committee will meet August 
22. Each*local committee will, during 
the meantime, hold a mecting and con- 
sider its special needs in the matter, 
and on the 29th inst. will send to these 
rooms its representative with full power 
to act. 

The basis of representation was then 
brought up, and this cut quite a figure. 
It was pretty thoroughly discussed 
whether the basis should be made on 
the number of boxes of fruit each dis- 
trict sends out, or whether each asso- 
ciation is entitledto its representative. 
lt was decided that the members of the 
committee, before it is time to act, will 
have met and harmonized their views 
upon this point. 

Duriug the morning Vernon district 
was notrepresented. During the aft- 
ernoon Mr. Brewer of South Los Ange- 
les was present and made aringing 
speech. He expressed himself as will- 
ing to bond his place to carry on the 
work of organization. Heart and soul 
are in the matter. 
perform, and it isa big one; and it is 
not only with the railroads, but with 
the commission men. Mr. Brewer had 
the support of hearty applause. 

The subject of incorporation was then 
handled. The general form of organ- 
ication so far has been by incorporation, 
either with or without capital stock If 
preferred, a simple association can be 
formed, the members binding them- 
selves togethcr for a year. The presi- 
dent outlined some methods of incorpo- 
ration, in which the powers of the mem- 
bers can be limited, or they may be 
given broad powers. The great secret 
is thatthe members shall trust them- 
selves. In the past they have been 
trusting others. Thev have furnished 
the capitalto carry on the business. 
The growers had all the experience; 
others took the profit ‘There has been 
enough of that. 

The next point brought up was the 
pore which shippers experience in 
regard to size of marketable oranges. 
If a certain size can be established, and 
growers hold strictly to it, it will bea 
long step forward. It was suggested 
thatthe committee might correspond 
with Florida growers and ask them to 
join in establishing a standard size. 
The sizeof box was also given promi- 
nence, much difference of opinion pre- 
vailing, some advancing the theory that 
if the box is increased in size its weight 
and freight will be increased likewise. 
In relation to this excuse it was advo- 
cated that if an honest box is given 
growers can better hold their own in 
sharp competition, and will be able to 
stand a little extra tariff. 

Thomas Bakewell at this point of- 
fered the following resolutions:

REAUTIFYING A DEPOT.

Thomas F. Oakes of 
New York, H. W. Payne of Milwaukee 
and Henry C. Rouse, president of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad, 
were this afternoon appointed receivers 
for the Nothern Pacific Railroad in 
the United States Court of this city. 
The appointment of the receivers did 
not come as a surprise to the street, al- 
though not announced until after +3 
o'clock. The brokers were prepared 
for the news, as rumors of such a step 
had been plentiful all day. Most of the 
stock and bonds sold recently have 
been taken, it is said, by Philadelphia 
parties. The principal selling today 
was by commission houses, and it was 
thought to be a lquidation of long 
stocks. The Post this evening states 
that it is reported that a receiver may 
be appointed for the North American 


also. 
Vice-President Williams of the 
Northern Pacific savs: “In conse- 


auence of the extraordinary depres- 
sion of business and the stoppage of 
shipments along the line. the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company has been 
forced to acquiesce in the application 
for a receiver. No company could long 
stand such a_ severe pressure. The 
falling off in earnings is owing to sev- 
eral causes. The monev stringency 
prevents the marketing of crops, cat- 
tle and produce of all kinds, conse- 
auently the road is not getting the 
traffic usual to this season of the year. 
The failure of nks has tied up 
monev upon which we depended for 
eash. The depression prevailing over 
the whole country is exceptionally 
severe in vounger . States. Business 
along our main and branch lines is 


“The receivership means the preser- 
vation of the property and the con- 
servation of all interests until better 
times. The road has demonstrated in 
the past what its earning capacity 
really is, and when prosperous times 
return the revenues of the company 
will again more than exceed the ex- 
pectations of those interested in the 


property.” 
The original bill was filed by the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 


and other creditors and stockholders in 
the District Court.of the United States 
for Wisconsin, and the appointment 
was made there today. Ancillary bills 
were filed in New York, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Dakota, Montana, Idaho, Wash- 
ington and Oregon, andthe same per- 
sons were appointed receivers in each 
separate jurisdiction From official 
sources it is learned that the cause 
for the appointment of a receiver is 
that the guarantee syndicate, or cer- 
tain members of it, failed to make 
good their subscriptions, alleging that 
they had been misled as to the actual 
ecndition of the property. 

Since the completion of the Mani- 
toba road to the Pacific Coast, the 
companv-shas. had a hard struggle. For 
instance. its earnings for July were 
only $2.019.145, a decrease for the month 
of %3678.860, compared with the same 
month of 1892.

Our Artists and Their Struggtes. 
LOS ANGELES, Aug. 15 To the Editor 
of The Times.) The importance of artists 
and lovers of true art acting together can- 
not be doubted or over-estimated, from an 
artistic standpoint; but. as one who has 
labored hard for years to aid in bringing 
about such an organization, | fear the let- 
ter published on Monday may lead the pub- 
lic to suppose that no effort has ever been 
made in Los Angeles to bring about con- 
certed action. About three years ago the 
leading artists of the city acted with some 
art connoisseurs, the result being the best 
art collection ever got together in any pub- 
lic exhibition in Southern ‘California: but 
they gave unforgotten oilfense to those 
whose pictures were rejccted. Soon after 
this a coatinued effort was made to form 
an art club, but it never <aw actual life, 
and dwindled to death rapidly, after many 
months of struggle to live. Mr. Borglum 
was active in these ¢ficort<, as were Mrs. 
Macleod, Dr. Alter, Prof. Koch, and otbers. 
About a year later a new effort by new 
people was made to form an art ac ademy, 
and, after many months of arduous toil, it 
adopted a constitution. and never met 


again. Nearly a year later still another 
effort was made to form an art association, 
having an art gallery for its emain 
object. The artists were personally 
called upon, and ourred to effort. 
Circulars, advertisements. meetings, en- 
tertainments, and everything possible 


was tried, especially were the lectures by 
Mrs. Wing. Rev. J.C. Fletcher, Dr. Alter and 
others of great value, but the assdciation 
was never vigorous. Everybody. every kind 
of help has been invoked. but the first 
dozen or so dwindled down to two or three, 
and though they st@ll have the skeleton of 
an art association with an.art gallery as its 
shadow, thev have not been able to hold 
a meeting for many moons. These failures 
to organizq@prove notuing against organi- 
zation, or its great need, but it does prove 
there is a want of co-operation and of the 
elements of organization, and to be blind to 
these facts is toinvite repeated failure, nor 
must it be inferred that this want of co- 
besion is indicative of a like lack of art in- 
terest. The success«f the School of Art 
and Design for over six vears: the success 
of its pupils inevery competition (when 
entered as professionals.) and the accept- 
ance of two of its students’ pictures as pro- 
fessional workin the California building 
at the World's Fair is further proof that 
we have the art feeling under the highest 
possible training, neither of which is sur- 
passed in the State. The Art Club, too, has 
been able to render good service in keep- 
ing together those most interested in art 
culture, The lack of co-operatiqn is prob- 
ably inseparable from a comparatively new 
section, but the process of natural *selec- 
tion evolved from the calmer and more re- 
fining conditions ot life under present cir- 
cumstances will cre long result.in a wider 
desire for art culture, anda proper recog- 
nition of those fitted bv nature and educa- 
tion to lead us in the higher walks of art.

Under the head of ‘‘Who is Holman?” 
the San,Diegan-Sun of Monday publishes 
the following: 

‘“Forsome timea man calling 
self Ben Iholman has been in town rep- 
resenting himself to be a_ United 
States marshal. Yesterday he arrested 
a well-known hotel keeper in this 
region, charging him with selling liquor 


him- 


without a government license, though 
the man had, as he supposed, complied 
with the iaw. Holman is said to be a 


recent graduate of the Kecley Institute, 
foropium. When he made the sup- 
posed arrest yésterday be was asked to 
show his authority, but declined. The 
man whom he arrested weut to Los An- 
geies this morning to see United States 
Marshal Gard, and if Hoiman not 
what he represents himself to be he is 
liable to be prosecuted for impersonat- 
ing an officer. 
yesterday he madearaid into Ciina- 
town and arrested a Chinaman on some 
pretext. Later, and with no reason 
now visible, Holman let the. man go 
again. It is reported that he was once 
introduced to Marshal Gard asa detec- 
tive or deputy marshal, and “that Gard 
inerely laughed at him. 

*‘Later—Holman was this afternoon 
arrested and brought into the Police 
Court on the charge of impersonating 
an ofticer. The complaint was made by 
‘Tom Gee, the Chinaman. arrested by 
Hiolman last night. Tom charges that 
after being arrested he gave Holman 
£2.50, and was thereupon released. 
Holman pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. 

“It is reported that Holman endeav- 
ored last night to intimidate the hotei 
man he arrested, the hotel man thought 
with the intention of getting an offer 
of cash to release him.”’ 

Holman was seen in his cell by a re- 
porter last night, and asserted his en- 
tire innocence. He denied the state- 
ments in the San Diego paper, and said 
that he had never used morphine, al- 
though he is charged with having un- 
dergone the Keeley cure for opium, ‘‘a 
distinction without a difference.’’ He 
claimed to have been simply doing his 
duty as a Citizen, and arrested the 
hotel man and the Chinaman because 
they were acting againstthe law. He 
said he had retained James C. Callan, 
an attorney of San Diego, to defend 
him, and that he wouid be fully vindi- 
cated inthe hearing before the com- 
missioner today. 

By advice of his attorney he said he 
did not wish to discuss the case before 
the trial, but Holman was quite talka- 
tive when aroused, and claimed to be 
descended from one of the best families 
in Texas. formerly lived at a place 
called Weymar, on the Southern Pacific, 
and says that his father, John T. Hol- 
man, is known all over Texas. The 
prisoner intimated that several promi- 
nent San Diego men were interested in 
getting him outof the way, and took 
this method of doing so, in order to 
allow the undisturbed carrying-on of 
unlawful practices. 

From his language and manner Hol- 
man seems to be one of the officious 
sort who imagine they have a niission 
to perform. He has the very light com- 
plexion, the wild eve and the nervous 
manner of the monomaniac, and has 
evidently been harboring an imaginary 
vance against certain personsin San 
Diego for such a length of time that he 
now Nrmly believes the truth of his say- 
ings. 

The story as given out by the United 
States Marshal's office is quite diflerent, 
the correct one. It 
seems that some time a#o that Holman 
wrote Marshal Gard he was ‘‘onto” 
a big smuggling scheme, involving about 
$35,000 worth ef diamonds and opium. 
Holman wanted to be deputized by the 
Marshal and claimed thatif such was 
done he cvould capture the gang of 
smugglers. As the Marshal did not 
immediately answer Holman followed 
up his letter with several telegrams of 
about the sametenor.
